Ren Yu 26，was eating inside the 
Canton Tea House at the tme of 
the explosion. "Five minutes before 
the explosion，an alarm went oft， 
but nobody left the restaurant,” Said 
Yu. 


"I saw the fames in the kitchen 
just _ before the explosion。 Then it 
happened. I _ could feel its force， 
continued Yu. 

"It was the scariest thing 工 ever 
Saw,”Said Lisa Akers，19，who lives 
in the :adjacent Ping Yuen housing 
Piojects. 

Akers said” We were ITeally 
frightened by the explosion. 工 
looked out of the window and there 
were these huge fames coming 
from the roof… 


Yu said that the injured he Saw 
were those inside the kitchen. 
Phipps said some outside the restau- 
rant were also injured. 


The SF Fire Department had 


inspected Canton Tea House on SePp- 


tember 12 and found only one 
violation， a blocked exit Chief 
Phipps Said that the restauIant 
immediately rectified the Problem. 

He stated that there was no dam- 
age to adjoining buildings.

In a stunning .setback for the 
Prosgress，the Board of Supervisors 
voted，7-4，to reject the Purchasers 
recommendations and gave the Pur- 
chase 30 days to study the bids. 

Both papers started an all-out 
battle _ through_ editorials and news 
Stories blasting the others owners 
and the Supervisors who had sup- 
ported their opponents. 

4yia1l- 玫 eek in a color，full-page 
ad on its back page titled，"Salute 
to the Magnificent Sevem”thanked 
Supervisors John Molinari， Carol 
Ruth Silver，Doris Ward，Thomas 
Hsieh，Wendy Nelder，Willie Ken- 
nedy and Harry Britt for， their 
Support. 4sSia JeekK also Ian a 
Smaller，Ssimilar and very expensive 
ad in the CHromicie. 

In the text of the ad，with photos 
of the Seven，4siaz Jeek said "by 
your action of August 24，minori- 
ties，women and locally-based small 
businesses will be encouraged to bid 
on future City contracts because the 
Submission of a bid will: no longer 
be an act of futility.” 

In a rebuff to the four who 
voted to ,give the contract to the 
Progress -- Richard Hongisto，Willie 
有 Rennedy，Jim Gonzales and Nancy 
Walker -- 4yiC1 eek added， 
"TIhough four of you on this partic- 
ular vote，we are confident they too 
will Support minorities in _ future 
matters before youUIT board." 


The Progsress ran: articles that 
indicated supervisors would be held 
accountable for their votes and said 
4yicr7l 有 eek Should not be given the 
contract because it is non-union. 
The Progsress also Teferred repe- 
peatedly to the “the wealthy Fang 
family” in news reports. 

Adding to the confusion was the 
wording of the bid language itseltf 
which was Unclear as to whether 
the winning newspaper had to com- 
ply with all the requirements Prior 
to Submitting 3a bid. "It was a 
Subjective process on the Part of 
the purchasing department deciding 
who should get the bid,”Landy 
Eng，chairperson of the Asian Busi- 
ness [League and one of the Signers 
of the 4yiaxz 玫 eek ad told 无/ 和 钙 . 


FANG PULLS OUT 


The war of words came to an 
abrupt end whbhen Fan8 withdrew 
her bid at a Sept. 21 board of 
Supervisors meeting. Fang told 克 / 钱 
she had' made that decision after 
some of the Supervisors told her 
that "even ' 让 they rejected the 
Progreyy again，the Pogreyy would 
coOntinue to get the legal notices 
until the issue was resolved -- for

Supervisor Tom Hsieh's office 
told 忆 /了 that "Elorence realized she 
was going to be around for a while.

Fang has vowed to go after the 
bid again next year. Meanwhile the 
cOntroversy had led to a Promise by 
the Supervisors to look into legisla- 
tion which would, open up the bid- 
ding process to more minorities.

SAN FRANCISCO - Last month 

an injunction halted，at least tempo- 
rarily，an SF laundry's practice of 
charging more for laundering- 
women's shirts than menm's. 
The case against the Chinese- 
owned Visitation Valley Laundry 
was filed by the SF District Attor- 
ney'Ss_ Consumer Fraud division in 
August. (EA/ 了 全 8/27) 

According to Bob Perez，unit 
director of the DA's fraud. division， 
the owners of the laundry were 
informed of the problem and 
refused to_ change their policy. "We 
would have liked to ITIesolve the 


ljSSue without charges,” Perez told

"This injunction is 1limited to 


women's Shirts which are identical 


to _ men's shirts'” explained David 
Moon of the DA'S office.，“Ihey 
must be similar enough in design 
and Sizing to mens shirts SO as to 
fit on the pressing machines. These 
are not the same as hand-laundered 
blouses OF Shirts.… 

The laundry has been charging 
$2.10 for women's shirts and $1.10 
for men's shirts even when the 
womenms shirts have been identical 
to the men's，with the-exception of 
the location of the buttons.

Asian American Buying Power

LOS ANGELES - "Major Ameri- 
can corporations haven't targeted 
the Asian American marketplace," 
Said Greg Sullivan， president of 
Media 'Clearinghouse at the Asian 
American Journalists “ Association 
convention last month. 

Sullivan， who sells commercial 
time for _ television stations 1like 
KTSF，Channel 26，was on 3a “panel， 
"How .corporations Target Asian 
Americans and Feed the Media." 

"Advertising agencies have tended 
to dismiss the Asian marketplace. 
My company's job is to take the 
(mainstream) perception of Asian 
Americans and rock the boat"” he 
told the audience. 

Sullivan said_ that Asians” own 
one-third of all SF real estate and 
that 672%2 of all the real estate deals 
in the Sunset last_ year involved 
Asians，He told the audience that 
according to a California Depart- 
ment of Finance report，the Asian 
population is projected to increase 
by 727.4%5 between 1970 and 2020. 

Sullivan， who participated in 
了 RISEF'S recent Survey of Chinese 
American consumers， pointed onut 
that Asians as a group are more

"When you're 
selling :a minority groupP，cOorpora- 
tions dont want to talk to you” he 
Said，"but 让 they do give you Some 
time，they want toO See Tesearch 
before spending any money.… 

Adachi，whose agency deals only 
with print advertising， explained 
that Immuch of- his time is spent

"Many of them do not recognize 
Asians as distinct ethnic groups. 
They have no idea as to how to 
reach them.” 

He went on to recommend to eth 
nic papers that they need to pro- 
Vide more information On "reader- 
ship and provide brochures describ- 


ing their impact and editorial 
content” in order to get larger 
accounts. 


DESIRABLE ASPECTS 


One major corporation ,which is 
paying close attention to the Asian 
market was ITepresented on the 
panel by Hong-I Chang，qdirector of 
Asian marketing for Metropolitan 
Life _ Insurance. Chang pointed out 
the desirable aspects of Asian 
customers -- their high educational 
and income levels，the potential 
外 Oowth，low divorce rate and long 
life expectancy.

The“model minority”label continues 
to dog Asian Americans，despite Protesta-

Nothing, really, except chatthe model 
minority tag becomes the New Stereotype. 
It is nothing more than a characterization 
of a _ group based on the achievements of 
members of that group. An apt analogy 
would be the stereotype of Italian Ameri- 
cans as Mafa. 

We can't deny 一 and we really 
shouldn't deny 一 that some Asian Ameri- 
can kids are remarkable students.

Real heroes are hard to fnd these days. 
Pm sure most of us are fed up with those 
larger-than-life creations of Hollywood and 
media-hype.

His 
father didn't lift a plow in China， but in 
Minnesota he washed other peoples smelly， 
dirty clothes. This modest St Paul hand 
laundry supported a family of eight back in 
Taishan County，Paul was not brought to 
assist in his fathers daily drudgery. He had 
come for college. But his frst night sleeping 
in the laundry left an indelible impression. 

In the biting chill of that Minnesota

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fall night, he found himself in a dark，aus- 
tere back room. Paul fnally realized how 
his fathefr earned money to support the 
family; it was from the 12，14，and some- 
times 24 hour days of pressing an eight- 
pound iron，week after week, decade after 
decade. The laundrymen called it a “blood 
and tears existence: 

Paul managed to get a scholarship to 
the University of Chicago，the most pres- 
tigious school of sociology in the US.
